Employes Say They W ill Not Give In 
and the Managers Say They Will 
Close Up Indefinitely Unless the 
Men 
W ithdraw 
Demands—Mill 
Hand’s Communication. 


The situation a t the cotton mills 
was unchanged today, and there is lit­ 
tle likelihood th a t the plants will run 
again this season. 
The management 
intim ate th a t they will close indefi­ 
nitely if the demand of the employes 
is insisted upon, while the hands say 
th a t they will stay out all summer be­ 
fore they will return to work a t the 
old scale. 
The following communica­ 
tion, which explains itself, was handed 
-o The Gazette today,w ith the request 
th a t it be published: 
E d ito r Ga z e t t e :—W ith your kind 
permission, (in behalf of the employes 
of the cotton mill) I should like to say 
a few words in answ er to the article 
" Looms Are Silent,” which appeared 
in last night’s Gazette. 
One of the 
directors said: 
“ We have had the m atter of wages 
under consideration some tim e.” 
Well probably they have but the 
help have never received any encour­ 
agem ent in th a t direction. 
A com­ 
m ittee of spinners were appointed to 
w ait on the superintendent to discuss 
th e wage question b ut he pooh poohed 
the idea of increase in wages. 
lo 
regard to shutting down on account 
of 
insufficient w ater it seems very 
funny, they have never shut down 
before a t this season of the year for 
w ater. As far as the coal is concerned 
any one w alking along River street 
w ill see th a t they have recently got a 
large supply of coal on hand. 
This 
director m ust be very ignorant of the 
cotton industries of the east when he 
states the help have been receiving 
bet tor wages. 
In M assachusetts they 
w ork fifty-eight hours a week, here 
we work fifty-nine hours a week and 
here we are tw enty-five per cent, be­ 
low them in wages. 
If this director 
w ants proof we are w illing to send 
east for a price list of wages paid in 
every departm ent of the m ill outside 
of the 
overseers and loom fixers. 
There is no one in the mill receiving 
over $1.40 per day, while the biggest 
m ajority of the help work for thirty, 
forty-five and seventy-five cents and 
one dollar per day. 
How does this 
director expect us to bxing up a family 
on them pauper wages? 
It seems very peculiar th a t the 
eastern m anufacturers are putting 
goods on the m arket a t a loss and al 
the same time voluntarily advancing 
th e help's wages ten per cent. 
The 
director also says, "T here is no money 
In ru in in g at the present state of the 
m arket.” 
This director maybe is one 
of those fellows who live on their 
losses. 
It may surprise this director 
to know th at the other departm ents 
of the mill—weaving, card room, and 
spinning room—have been dissatisfied 
for some time w ith the wages paid 
as well as w ith the "m ule” room. 
We 
are quite prepared to stay out all sum­ 
m er if necessary. 
There are several 
of the work people going away this 
week and some 
next—people who 
have worked here a num ber of years. 
In conclusion I may say th a t we are 
cow more determined than ever to 
stay out until we get this ten per cent 
for which we have waited long and 
patiently. 
Hoping you will insert 
this in behalf of the work people, I am

The w eather bureau has prepared 
figures on the rather unusual condi­ 
tions 
which prevailed 
during the 
month of April. 
The mean tem pera­ 
ture was !orty-6ix, four degrees above 
the average. * The highest tempera­ 
ture reached was on the 21th, when 
it was seventy-6even, w ithin five de­ 
grees of the warmest April day, ever 
experienced. 
The lowest tem pera­ 
ture prevailed on the 21st, twenty- 
nine degrees. 
Altogether this year there has been 
a deficiency in tem perature of 292 de­ 
grees, or an average of two degrees 
colder a day than the average. 
The 
total precipitation (rain or melted 
snow) during the month was b u t 1.48 
inches, against an average of 
2.92. 
There is a total deficiency in a r r e n ­ 
tation since January I, of 4.18 inches. 
There were nine clear days (two more 
than the average),eleven ta rtly cloudy 
days and ten cloudy days.

The Janesville plant is outside of the 
manufacturing district, and like all 
isolated industries, works to some dis­ 
advantage. 
The base of supplies is 
not so accessible, and 
the market is 
farther removed. 
The industry is a 
blessing to the city and th at some ar­ 
rangement can be made so that it will 
continue to do business, 1b sincerely 
hoped by all citizens.

STORM HOWLED. 
THE 


Although Miss Comstock, Whose Room 
Faced the Storm, Heard the Crash 
When the High School Belfry W as 
Ripped Off, She Kept Her Eighty 
Pupi’s Quiet. 
The coolness of Miss Emma Com­ 
stock. one of the teachers at the high 
school, arrested a panic and the ac­ 
companying loss of life yesterday af­ 
ternoon. 
Miss Comstock had charge of one of 
the primary rooms and the school 
room windows faced the storm.

Comstock noticed the big drops patter 
against the glass, with apprehension, 
for outside trees began to sway and 
the windows rattled ominously. 
Then the storm broke;

the building as the belfry was ripped 
from the roofs and Miss Comstock 
arose. 
“ Children we will sing: ‘Hear the 
Rain Drop, Drop, Drops, Drop,’ ” she 
said. 
The eighty little pupils stood up 
and soon their voices swelled into a 
volume of sound that drowned the 
howling storm. 
Unmindful of the 
battle of the elements the little ones 
sang, and only the teacher noticed 
what was going on out of doors. With 
each succeeding blast Miss Comstock 
motioned them to sing louder, and 
when the sun came out half an hour 
later and the danger was all passed, 
the children did not know why they 
were called upon to sing in the middle 
of the afternoon. 
The storm yesterday was one well 
calculated to create a panic in a school 
building like the Jefferson, where so 
many pupils of all ages are cougrega 
ted. 
The heavy storm of wind, rain 
and hail burst forth upon the city 
with so ilttle warning that it was an 
occasion well calculated to create a 
general commotion, even among older 
talk, let alone the youngsters. While 
Miss Comstock's room received the 
major portion of 
the force of the 
storm, there was much excitement in 
other departments aud teachers in a 
□umber of the other grades, also ex 
libited remarkable coolness.

room the little ones were almost panic 
stricken when the storm struck the 
building, but their attention was sud­ 
denly diverted by the command of the 
teacher, who started them to singing 
a familiar school song.

Janesville only got the toe end rf 
last night's storm, while the surround­ 
ing territory suffered more severely. 
A special dispatch to the Gazette from 
Beloit says that lightning struck a 
big barn on the farm of Frauk Ensign 
near that city during the storm last 
night, setting fire to the building, 
four horses and six cows, beside sever­ 
al hogs were killed and then roasted. 
The building was soon afire ail over 
and asnothing could be done, it was en 
tirely destroyed, together with the en­ 
tire contents, including all of En­ 
sign’s farm machinery etc. 
The loss 
is over $3000. 
In the city of Beloit, too, quite ex­ 
tensive damage resulted, trees being 
blown down and windows broken by 
the hail. 
At the farm of Nicholas Reed, near 
this city, a bolt of lightning ran along 
a wire fence and knocked down a val­ 
uable horse that was standing near 
the wire. 
Three other horses escaped

utes and then struggled fo its feet.
